Here he has been at 
his work with his patent nostrums for years 
and the relatives of his victims maintain a 
strict silence. There is one thing I would like 
to know, however. That is: How in the 
world does this fellow get hold of the official 
reports of diphtheria cases from the Health 
Commissioner’s office?. His principal prac- 
tice has been with cases of this 
disease and the investigation shows 
that scarcely twenty-four hours after sucha 


case is reported, the parents of the afflicted 
chiid are in receipt of one of Smart’s adver- 
tising circulars which he scatters broadcast 
in praise of his remedies. I have ordered his 
arrest on the charge of violating the city or- 
dinance and am only sorry that I cannot put 
him through on a more serious charge.

He said 
that Glilan, after beingassured ghis confession 
to his lawyer could not be ueed against him 
related to him the circumstances as detailed 
above. This confession theory, if true, shows 
the Tascott clewon which tne police have 
been working to beamyth. It is claimed that 
Tascott frequently acted as a go-between for 
Gillan and disposed of stolen property for 
him.

WASHINGTON, D. O., September 80.— Horace 
A. Taylor, the Commissioner of Railroads, has 
filed with the Secretary of the Interior the 
annual report of the operations of his 


Age for the fiscal year ended June 
1889: The Commissioner discusses the 
+h — in the West and Northwest, and 
makes some suggestions as to existing 
evils and their remedies as well as some 
recommendations as to necessary legislation 
in order to better protect the interests of the 
Government and render the operations of his 
bureag of more practical importance.

The point made is 
that a grant to a State 2 a railroad is 
not a t to the railroad company. The 
position taken by these companies would 
Dem to be technical and evasive. The lands 
were owned by the United States and were 
ted by acts of Congress to the States 
the sole purpose of aiding in the 
— of rallroads. The companies 
received the full benefite of the grants. The 
certificate issued by the General Land Office 
for the land granted name the rallroads to 
whose use it is to be applied, and in some 
cases do not even name the State.’ 
The Commissioner’s construction of this 
clause of the act is that such grant isa eubsidy, 
as contemplated by the act. He haa, 
therefore, referred the matter to the 
Ae Com of the Intérior for judicial action.

STUMBLING BLOCKS IN DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
REYNOLDS’ WAY. 


Clerk Fitzgerald Says the Sworn Statement 
so Carefully Nursed at the Government 
Building Is Not Correct—One of the 
Goverement Detectives Collected the 
Alleged Evidence—The Defendants WII 
Testify to Make Terms for Themselves.

It is by no means clear that more colored 
votes are suppressed in the South by the 
alleged bulldozing tactics of the local 
Democrats than by the policy of the Re- 
publican managers in that section.

The Mississippi negroes know 
that CHALMERS was not only the perpetra- 
tor of the massacre of negro soldiers at 
Fort Pillow, but that he never pretended 
to be a Republican till after a Democratic 
majority had refused him a seat in Con- 
gress, which he claimed as a Democrat. 
For similar reasons both white and 
colored Republicans are refusing to 
vote for CHALMERS in Mississippi 
or for Manor in Virginia. Neither of the 
two could poll the Republican vote or 
be elected in any Republican State or 
district of the North, and to hold that dis- 
gusting and repellent nominations which 
would silence Republican votes anywhere 
in the North will not do the same thing in 
the South, is to assume that colored Re- 
publicans have neither sense nor self- 
respect, and that anything in the shape 
ofa white candidate is good enough for 
niggers.’’ 


A DANGEROUS DECISION. 

The decision that the votes cast for 
BOULANGER were void and that therefore 
the next highest candidate on the list had 
a majority and was elected. is probably 
based on some special provisions of 
French law, and was perhaps preceded by 
timely notice to the electorsof Bov- 
LANGER’S condemnation and inelegibility. 

JOHN Wins fied from prosecution 
in England and was outlawed, but 
was elected a member of the 
House of Commons while living an 
exile in France under a sentence of out- 
Lawry. The Parliament, after declaring 
repeated elections of WILkrs null and 
void and formally declaring him ineligi- 
ble, at last gave notice that votes cast for 
him would be distegarded, and then gave 
the seat to another who received but few 
votes. This led to the most excited pop- 
ular agitations in the history of England, 
and the result of it all was that 
WILKES was at last seated as a member of 
the House with influence enough therein 
to have all the resolutions in regard to 
him and hiselection expunged from the 
records. Omnipotent as the British Par- 
liament is held to be, it has never since 
dared to over - rule an electoral majority 
to the extent of seating a minority candi- 
date. In all the attempts to keep Brap- 
LAUGH out of the House some years ago, 
he was repeatedly refused a seat in spite 
of his election by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, but there was no attempt to give 
the seat to any minority candidate. 

The essential right of a parliamentary 
body to judge the qualifications and élec- 
tion of its own members is recognized in 
this country and in England as including 
the right to declare an elected man inel- 
igible and the election void. But any at- 
tempt to fill a seat against the known will 
of a constituency by seating a minority 
candidate has always been regarded as an 
outrage against the right of representa- 
tion, If American ot English ideas in 
regard to such matters ure at all popular 
in France, the ruling in regard to Bov- 
LANER’S votes will put in his hatids the

From the Two Republics (City of Mexico). 

Mr. Windom has not only confirmed the 
hostility of those Mexicans who have always 
regarded the United States with suspicion, but 
he has shaken the friendship of those who 
have steadily manifested their sympathy for 
and attachment tothe American people, as is 
seen in the case of our contemporary, the 
Pabelion Nacional. As we know the sentiments 
of the American people towards Mexico, we 
have no fears as to the outcome of the present 
disagreeable condition of the trade relations 
between the two countries. We are confident 
that either by congressional action or by 
treaty, all that Mr. Windom has done to ob- 
struct Commerce between the two republics 
will be undone, but in the meantime Ameri- 
dan trade in this country will suffer very 
greatiy. The greatest loss to the United 
States will not be the direct effect of Mr. Win- 
dom's action, but the indirect results which 
are already becoming manifest. Europeans 
will reap a rich harvest by the unsettlement 
of American business in this country which 
has followed the new rules for the elearance 
of silver-lead ores, and the prejudice which 
has been aroused against the United States 
will Cause Europeans to be given the preter- 
enee over Americans in all commercial trans- 
actions where the conditions are anything 
like even. We repeat what we have often 
said: the moral effect of what is considered 
the hostility of the United States Government 
toward Mexico will be worse for American 
trade than the objectionable rules themselves 
and the differéntial duties.

A GOMPLAINANT CAGED. 


VICTOR JULIAN SEEKS POLICE AID AND 18 
HIMSELF ARRESTED. 


Two Persons Appéat Against Him and Ac- 
cuse Him of Very Irregular Transactions 
—A Cabman Discovers a Bad Patron Un- 
expectedly—The Prisoner Will Be Held 
for a Physician’s Examination. 


QUEER and complicated 
case was revealed at the 
Four Courts this morn- 
ing. Early to-day a 
wild-eyed indvidual giv- 
ing his name as Victor 
Julian hurried up to 
Sergt. Mundinger at 
the Union Depot and 
complained that he had 
been robbed. He said 
that he roomed at 7 
Hickory street and in- 
sisted that his room had 
been entered in bis ab- 
sence and ransacked, a 
number of valuable ar- 
ticles of clothing and 
other personal effects 
being stolen by the intruder. Sergt. Mun- 
dinger heard the man’s story and started 
with him to the Four Courts. On the 
way Julian informed the officerthat he sus- 
pected a fellow-boardér of the work and was 
giving a description of the man when they 
met the man, Wm. Eshenroder, face to face. 
Then ensued a séene, the men preferring sen- 
sational charges of robbery and fraud against 
each other. A large crowd soon coilected, 
and both men were placed under arrest. At 
the Central District Station Eshenroder 


filled aformal complaint against Julian, al- 
leging that he had victimized Schwartz Bros., 
commission merchants at 506 South Commer- 
olal alley. Ue told such a story that 
BOTH MEN WERE HELD 

and an officer sent to Schwartz Bros. for a ver- 
ification of the statements. m. Sandwig, 
the book-keeper and cashier for the firm, re- 
turned with the officer and identified Julian. 
He said: 

‘‘In August last this fellow came to the 
office and represented himself as a farmer liv- 
ing near Bri geton, Mo. He gaid that he had 
a large quantity of wheat at his place which, 
in case he could make satisfactory terms, he 
would consign to us for sale. We 
made terms with him and expressed 
350 empty grain sacks to Bridgeton for the 
wheat. When he left he borrowed $1 from 
Mr. Schwartz. He returned the following day 
and secured $10 on account. The third day 
he asked for $25 and got it, but on the fourth 
day he wanted $50. his began to look 

A LITTLE BIT SUSPICIOUS, 

as we had heard nothing from the consign- 
ment, so the man was refused. He then 
stated that a check onthe bank at Bridgeton 
would do him just as well. So, after consid- 
erabie hesitation, such a check for $50 was 
made out and to him. As 
goon as he had we 
telegraphed to in regard 
to the matter and learned that Julian was not 
known at that place and bad no wheat at the 
depot. We then stopped payment on the 
checks and ordered our sacks expressed back 
to St. Louis. Since that time we have seen 
nothing of the man until to-day. He thus 
victimized us out of $36 and would have se- 
cured more had we not been a little cautious 
in our dealings.’ 

Hardly had Senawig finished his tale when 
Henry Mendenhall, a cab driver, entered the 
station in great excitement. e had seen 
Julian at the depot and recognized him as a 
debtor. Mendennall sald: 

That fellow came to me on last Saturday 
and asked me whatI would charge him to 
take three persons to St. Charles, Mo., and 
return. I told him $15, and he said ali right. 
Ithen drove him to 960 Chouteau avenue, 
where he took two ladies in thecab. We 
wont to St. Charles, and when we returned 
this fellow told me his name was Schwartz, of 
the firm of Schwartz Bros., commission mer- 
chants, and told me te call around 
to the office some day this week 
and get my money. I thought he was 
all right, but when I went for the money they 
said no person in that establishment owed me 


anything.’’

Thie isa great big question. It is not one 
of the silver industries. If you fix the repre- 
sentation on the basis of members in Con- 
gress, and yousbould treat all States alike, 
you willhave a convention fully two-thirds 
of which willbe for free coinage. The dele- 
gates should be accredited through the Goy- 
ernors, and if the latter are governed by the 
will of the people three-fourths of the con- 
vention willbe for free coinage. No appre- 
hension should be felt as to the attendance of 
the convention or its character.’’
